John Spark­ 
man of Alabama, D em ocratic nom­ 
inee for vice president, in his role 
as chairm an of the Senate small 
business subcommittee. 
Report Kept Secret 
It resulted from release of edited 
portions of a critical and contro­ 
versial report on an international 
oil cartel, kept secret for m ore 
than a y ear after its completion by 
the Federal Trade Commission. 
The report charged that the f iv e 
American oil companies joined two 
huge foreign corporations 
in an 
arrangem ent designed to reap rich; 
profits for themselves and collab-j 
orators from m ajor oil production 
centers and m arkets of the non­ 
com m unist world. 
President Trum an, acting upon 
advice of top adm inistration lead­ 
ers, had withheld the 378-page re­ 
port from the public for m ore than 
a year. 
Material Toned Down

The foreign corporations nam ed 
are Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., a British 
company, and Royal-Dutch Shell, 
owned by British and Dutch inter­ 
ests.

C E N T R A L Methodist Church of Escanaba

their heads above sheer drudgery. 
Farming has become a scientific,

petitive business. Because of the machines, 
constantly better farming 
practices 
and 
rising production are 
inevitable. 
Upland 
flood control, contour or strip farming, and 
soil conservation are routine practices to 
the modern farmer. 
This American agricultural revolution is 
our welcome

Despite the increase in polio 
incidence 
locally, the situation can hardly be regard­ 
ed as epidemic, at least for the time being. 
Parents need feel no sense of panic in the 
present 
situation 
but. 
of 
course, 
they 
should be alerted to detect 
symtoms 
of 
polio. These include 
fever, 
sore 
throat, 
sore ne;k, and general weariness. Medical 
assistance should certainly be sought when 
any of these symptons develop. 
Research has revealed a lot of valuable 
information in the treatment of polio cases 
but there is still much to be learned about 
the disease itself. The National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, supported 
by 
the 
March of Dimes, is expanding its work not 
only in treating polio victims but also in 
conducting 
the 
essential 
research 
that 
some day will unlock the secrets of polio 
and make it possible to control the disease, 
perhaps even to eliminate it entirely as a 
scourge of humanity. 
We cannot and should not lose sight of 
the tragic results of polio when it lands in 
any community, but neither should we be 
panic - stricken. 
Automobile 
accidents 
cause far more 
injuries 
and 
far 
more 
deaths than polio, and we have made less 
progress in reducing this terrible toll.

Adjustments to Process of Aging 


Required After Reaching Forties

When people grow older they begin to 
fate problems of health entirely different 
from those which they had when younger. 
A A. writes, for example, “So little is 
written about ailments and home care of 
the very old, although it’s a big problem. 
Why do they stay awake in the night and 
nap ail day, w hether they are in a chair 
or some other position? Is there anything 
that can be done to change the habit?" 
Perhaps it is not correct to speak of this 
as an ailment of old age, but it is certain­ 
ly common. Actually, many 
persons, 
as 
they grow older, do not require as much 
sleep as they did previously, and I cannot 
see any particular reason why one should 
tr.s to change this habit. Does it do any ­ 
one any harm? 
Ii.it lie ii are other changes in the later 
years of lite which the older person should 
leiog.ii/.e and which should be understood 
l>\ ycungei relatives and friends. 
The tissues in general become more dry. 
A' «i Hie ability to repair injury become.* 
gi aclu.illy 
lessened—wounds 
heal 
more 
j > iy, broken bones 
knit 
with

in difficulty. 
There is a slow decrease in energy, the

as good in old age as in youth. 
None of these changes, however, need 
cause great concern, 
but require 
only 
simple adjustment and understanding. 


EAT EASILY DIGESTED FOODS 


The digestive system cannot take over- 
ioading in later years as well as it did in 
youth. Consequently, 
the older 
person 
should be careful to eat ioods which are 
easy to digest, and the amount may well 
be reduced. ll is also 
desiiable 
not 
to 
drink too mu' h water, because this places 
an added burden on the digestive system 
and the kidneys. 
People do not age at exactly the same 
rate. Ordinarily it is 
not until the late 
40’s or early 50’s that any conscious ad­ 
justment to the aging process is necessary. 
Perhaps it would be well if people, as they 
reach these years, think a little more of­ 
ten of the .slightly decreased capacity of 
their functions and organs and save them 
accordingly. 
Old age does not mean that all ol the 
active joys of life have to be cut out, but 
merely ‘that one should be sensible about 
them and engage in those which are best 
suited to the age and physical condition. 
Calm acceptance of minor ailments arui 
habit changes should be the watchword of 
both the older person 
and 
his 
or 
her 
friends and relatives.

SENATOR FRANCIS CASE 
CUSTER. S. D.—In his “predictions of 
things to come” June 29, Drew Pearson 
spoke of “a 
discovery 
more 
important 
than the atomic bomb.” . . . “While the 
nation is worrying about the weather and 
the politicians are pulling wires,” he said, 
“Congress passed an unnoticed bill Thurs­ 
day, authorizing $2 million to transform 
sea w ater into fresh w ater . . . to perfect 
an amazing discovery for 
making 
fresh 
w ater w'hich will transform the arid des­ 
erts of O '1'forma and the southwest and 
make th 
leas bloom like the rose . . . I 
also pr< 
his invention when perfected 
will Ira 
in North Africa, Arabia and 
Australia co as to completely change the 
food problem of the world.” 
The bill passed was a substitute which 
I offered in the Senate for a similar bill 
passed in the House on motion of 
Rep. 
Clare Engle of California. Chief difference 
was that the revised bill provided for do­ 
ing research by contract with institutions 
already in the field instead of establishing 
new government laboratories. 
My interest in this subject devloped out 
of an interest in “rain-m aking” and water 
conservation in general. In the spring of 
1951, three Senate committees held a joint 
hearing on bills which Senator Anderson 
of New Mexico and I had introduced for 
research on “weather modification” and 
one wmich Senator O’Mahoney of 
Wyo­ 
ming had on converting sea water. 
We found far greater private activity in 
“rain-m aking” than any of us had reali­ 
zed. Over 13 times as m any acres were 
under contract for “cloud-seeding” opera­ 
tions in 1951 as were under irrigation. 
So we developed a 
modified 
bill 
(S. 
2225). It proposed simply a national* ad­ 
visory committee to evaluate 
results 
in 
private efforts. The Senate passed the bill. 
A House committee reported it favorably 
but it was objected to on the unanimous 
consent calendar. 
Both houses did, however, pass the bill 
to further research in the desalting 
of 
water. 
NEW RESEARCH 
Historically, the Department of the In­ 
terior through its Bureau of Reclamation 
has sought to store w’ater from rainfall 
runoff, rivers and melting snows. These 
new lines of research seek (I) to make 
salty, mineralized water fit to drink and 
fit to use on soil and (2) to increase the 
fall of rain. 
Signing the 
desalting 
bill, 
President 
Trum an said: “Success of this project can 
be of tremendous value 
to 
our 
coastal 
communities, to our island possessions and 
to the whole world.” Even that is under­ 
statement. 
On ships not having to c a n y fresh w a­ 
ter. but needing only 
simple 
converter 
tanks, thousands of tons can be saved for 
“paying cargo.” Submarines powered with 
atomic energy will not even have to “put 
in” for water. 
I, however, ain not 
near 
the 
ocean. 
Many towns in the west have difficulty 
finding good drinking water. The water is 
alkali, hard, heavily 
mineralized. 
Some 
carries so much salt it ruins land for irri­ 
gation. Senator Watkins of Utah remark­ 
ed to me: “Just think what it would mean 
if we had a cheap way 
of 
making 
the 
great salt lake drinkable and usable for 
industry or irrigation!" 
In my own state, two irrigation proj­ 
ects are temporarily at a standstill because 
of fears that waters washing over salty 
soils collect too much m ineral to put on 
tight, gumbo soils. We do not know' wheth­ 
er the new juda process can make water 
cheap enough for irrigation— but an indi­ 
cated cost of $20 per acre foot (327,000 
gallons) would mean 
cheap 
water 
for 
domestic, municipal or industrial use. 
And when one thinks of cities near the 
ocean like San Diego and Los Angeles, of 
new island responsibilities in the midst of 
salty oceans, and of great deserts where 
even a limited amount of garden irrigation 
would relieve severe economic pressures 
one realizes that Drew Pearson’s predic­ 
tion may have been a very conservative 
statement.

both adults and children. 
“ Most 
eye 
accidents 
among 
children occur 
during 
unsuper­ 
vised play,” Dr. Foote points out. 
“That is why it’s so important 
for parents 
to 
supervise 
their 
youngsters' playing time. You ac­ 
tually risk a child’s eves if you 
permit, him to play the kind of 
games in which sticks, stones, fire- j 
crackers, BB guns or sling-shots j 
are used as toys.” 
Of course no one expects you j 
to tie Johnny and Mary to the i 
kitchen sink. 
But you can keep 
them 
from 
playing 
dangerous 
games. 
“Teach them to play in gym- j 
nasiums, 
playgrounds 
or 
other j 
recreation areas where there are I 
competent supervisors on hand to I 
keep the games from becoming 
too 
dangerous,” Dr. Foote says. 
“And iemember! unsafe toys are 


also a serious cause of eye in­ 
juries.”

Dr. Foote offers these rules for 
parents when 
buying 
toys 
for 
their youngsters: 
1. Be sure that the toy is well 
built and wdll not break into jag­ 
ged pieces that could injure an 
eye. 
2. Buy toys which are well de­ 
signed; round corners and blunt 
points are two good safety fea­ 
tures. 
3. Don’t buy a toy which is “too 
old” for your child. 
4. Regardless of age. make sure 
that your youngster can handle 
the toy properly.

cause—as 
mothers

active. 
We have also found that 
children of junior high school age 
run up the highest number of eye 
accidents. 
“And according to studies made 
by the National Society, three out 
of five eye accidents among chil­ 
dren are the result of blows or 
falls. 
One out of five is caused 
by sharp-pointed objects 
such as 
sticks, knives, scissors and sharp 
pencils.” 
Most of these accidents can be 
prevented, but only with adequate 
supervision and good safety hab­ 
its. 
“That puts it squarely up to 
Mom and Dad,” Dr. Foote says. 
I “It’s their 
job—and it’s a vital 
I job, because we owe our children 
I the light to see.”

Believe it or not, there was a time when 
a gossip was a welcome guest. It is hardly 
right, though, to speak of him or her a* 
a "guest,” because the gossip,

That is, the original form of the word 
gossip was godsib, which, with sib mean­ 
ing “related,” meant “related 
in 
God." 
(Sibling, though an old word, is used to­ 
day to mean one of two or more children 
having the same parents.) A godsib, 
in 
other words, was what we now call a g o d ­ 
parent, either a godfather or a godmoth­ 
er. The term was taken much Inure liter­ 
ally in olden times, and tin' godsib beearn* 
in many respects a relative of tile child 
whom he or she had sponsored in baptism. 
As tile godsib grew 
old 
and 
beearn* 
more and more dependent upon his or her t 
godchild, lie or she had little else to talk * 
about when meeting other old ones than 
the affairs in the household of the god­ 
child. The form of the word became alter­ 
ed: Two old godsibs 
prattling 
together, 
became two old gossips prattling together. 
Probably the tales told by old gossips 
were harmless, but the eavesdropper was 
apt to be a scandalmonger, that is, one 
who traded (a monger) in scandal. He it 
was who, with no apparent intent but to 
shelter himself from rain or fog, would 
sneak under the wide eaves of the thatch­ 
ed roofs of old-time dwellings, and listen 
to what was going on, on the other sui* 
of the thin walls. He was 
called 
eaves­ 
dropper because he was as near to the 
house as the droppings from the eaves 
And undoubtedly so m e of the tales loid 
by eaves-droppers were 
canards 
(kuh- 
NARDS). The term means false 
stories, 
false reports, hoaxes, or, to use 
modern 
slang, boloney. It is a French word, with 
the literal 
meaning “duck.” Probably the 
figurative meaning comes from the French 
saying, “to half-sell a duck." The explana­ 
tion is that one cannot half-sell anything 
let alone a duck that is still flying over-* 
head. Hence, when one says that he has 
half-sold a duck, he is trying to make a 
fool of the person to whom he is talking_ 
is filling him full of boloney.

WASHINGTON W—Pentagon of­ 
ficials studied today a scorching 
Senate report that charged some 
top military men with “ confusion, 
delay, indecision and waste” in the 
rush construction of U. S. air bases 
in North Africa. 
Hearing a long list of conclusions 
and recommendations was a direc­ 
tive to Secretary of the Army Pace 
to “take appropriate a c t i o n ” 
against Lt. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, 
chief of the Army Corps of En­ 
gineers. 
Testimony Not Frank 
The blistering report came from 
the armed services preparedness 
investigating subcommittee, head­ 
ed by Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson 
(D-Tex). 
After thousands of words of de­ 
tailed criticism 
and 
complaints 
about the multimillion-dollar air 
base building job in French Mor­ 
occo, the report said Pick had not 
given the committee "full, frank, 
a n d 
comprehensive’ 
testimony 
about the project. 
As chief of the Army Engineers, 
Pick was responsible for the con­ 
struction job which already has 
cost taxpayers 220 million dollars 
and is expected eventually to total 
more than double that amount. 
Shakeup Recommended 
“The secretary of the Army 
should review carefully the testi­ 
mony of the chief of the Corps of 
Engineers before this committee 
in th e light of his knowledge, at 
the time, of conditions in Morocco, 
and take appropriate action,” the 
Senate report said. 
The senators did not indicate just 
what they regarded as “appropri­ 
ate action” against Gen. Pick. 
Pace previously has carried out 


numerous earlier recommendations 
of the Senate probers, including a 
shakeup of the Army Engineers 
who started the project and ’’a 
threat 
to 
cancel 
the 
contract 
awarded to a group of five large 
contracting firms, 
Pentagon spokesmen said Pace 
is due back here tomorrow from an 
inspection tour of overseas instal­ 
lations. 
Comes Too Late 
They added that Gen. Pick had 
not seen the report before it was 
made public and so had no com­ 
ment at this time. 
The Senate defense watchdog 
group has been investigating over­ 
seas air base projects for almost 
a year and the inquiry is contin­ 
uing. 
Chairman J o h n s o n reported 
some 
improvements 
since 
the 
probe got under way but noted in 
a statement that “much of this 
activity bears suspicious resem­ 
blance to the practice of locking 
the b irn after the horse has been 
stolen.” 
“Funds have been wasted which 
cannot be recovered and time has 
been lost which cannot be re­ 
gained,” Johnson said. 
The rush air bases project was 
decided upon shortly after the sur­ 
prise Communist invasion of South 
Korea began in June, 1950.*. 
Original plans called for improv­ 
ing four air bases used in World 
War II in North Africa and con­ 
struction of a huge new air depot, 
an estimated cost of 300 million 
dollars. 
Loafing And Drunkenness 
The report said costs have been 
generally expanded by delays from 
lengthy negotiation with French 
officials, both in France and Mor­ 
occo; frequent changes in sites and 
plans; and the order to get the 
job done quickly without regard to 
costs or usual standards. 
It said only two of the bases 
now are partly operational, work 
has been started on a third and 
sites surveyed for the two others. 
“ For this, we have spent 220 
million dollars—more than two- 
thirds of the 300 million that was 
supposed to buy all five bases,” 
the report said. 
“The Air Force 
has requested a total spending au­ 
thority of 420 million dollars for 
the whole project and it is clear 
that this will not be the ultimate 
cost. It will almost certainly be 
even higher.” 
"Large-scale 
loafing, 
drunken­ 
ness, and failure properly to at­ 
tend to duty was rampant at least 
throughout the initial stages of con­ 
struction,” the report said. 
It found no effective check on 
frauds, kickbacks, theft and pilfer­ 
ing and a lack of an adequate staff 
of army auditors to keep tabs on 
payrolls and expenses.

both parties.” 
None of the Mc Cormick-endor- 
sed congressmen fell in line with 
the proposal for a new party. 
Rep. Charles E. Potter of Mich­ 
igan said, “Mc Cormick's sugges­ 
tion x x x would assure victory 
of Adlai Stevenson by default and 
resultant expansion of the 20- 
vear trend toward socialism by 
the Democratic party. I shall work 
for the election of Gen. Eisen­ 
hower.” 


Nixon To Hit Sticks 


Sen. Richard M. Nixon of Cali­ 
fornia, the Republican vice presi­ 
dential nominee, has been assigned 
the job of taking on what has be­ 
come known as the “Kefauver 
type” of campaign. 
Sen. Estes Kefauver of Tennes­ 
see won most of the Democratic 
primaries—but not the party nom­ 
ination—by handshaking tours and 
folksy talks in as many hamlets 
as he could reach. 
Nixon will spend a lot of time 
in his home state of California, 
where Gov. Earl Warren has said 
the November outcome is in doubt. 
Kefauver may be asked by Steven­ 
son to compete with Nixon in Cali­ 
fornia, where the Tennessee sena­ 
tor won a big Democratic primary 
victory early in the year.

“ We still have time.”

to the Soviet movement. They en­ 
tailed: 
1. Creating a security force “with 
such offensive impact that the mas­ 
sive potential of their blows will 
haunt the Kremlin with nightmares 
of punishment to be visited on Rus­ 
sia should it violate the peace.” 
2. “Greater co-operative unity 
with every nation in the free world 
that is prepared to stand with us, 
work with us, build with us, for 
the security of all of us.” 
3. A warning to Russia that the 
United States will “never recog­ 
nize the slightest permanence in 
Russia’s position in Eastern Eu­ 
rope and Asia.” 
Corruption Mentioned 
Eisenhower said the 
American 
government should notify 
Russia 
that “never shall we desist in our 
aid to every man and woman of 
these shackled lands who seek re­ 
fuge with us, who keeps burning 
among his own people the flame 
of freedom, who is dedicated to 
the liberation of his fellows.” 
He said these three 
steps are 
“immediate 
in 
their 
urgency.” 
The speech was entirely devoted 
to an examination of the threat to 
the United States, how it came 
about, and the methods used by 
the Russians. In that framework, 
Eisenhower found the opportunity 
to touch on some points that have 
been political arguments for 
the 
Republicans. 
He spoke of corruption in gov­ 
ernment with the words: 
“Let us bend ourselves to end 
corruption in public office, at every 
level of government. 
In 
world 
opinion and in world effectiveness, 
the United States is no better, no 
more efficient, no stronger than the 
moral firmness of its 
public of­ 
ficials.” 
Reds Infiltrate 
He referred several times to in­ 
filtration 
of 
Communists 
into 
American government. 
“ Although we must say it in sad­ 
ness and shame, as well as in an­ 
ger, they have succeeded in pene­ 
trating our own ranks, even at 
times into our government," 
he 
said. 
He referred to waste and extra­ 
vagance, and said they are a re­ 
sult of fear and hysteria. He added: 
“Fear is a climate that nourishes 
bankruptcy in dollars and morals 
alike. Those afraid seek security 
in a heedless extravagance that 
breeds waste of substance and cor­ 
ruption of men. 
“From this time forward, we 
Americans cannot tolerate the pre­ 
paration and execution of our pro­ 
gram in a climate of fear 
and 
hysteria.” 
He said the 
American Legion 
“has helped cleanse the American 
government and American commu­ 
nities of subversive influence and 
traitorous conspiracy.”

Timely Help 
Will 
Save 
Floundering Marriage 
By Elizabeth B. H urlock, Ph.D. 
Many 
floundering 
marriages 
could be salvaged if right advice 
and help would come before too 
late. For instance: 
(Q) “Our daughter’s marriage 
seems to be headed for disaster 
with no more cause than lack of 
kindness 
and 
thoughtfulness. 
They have two children, 4 and 
5 years old. Our son-in-law is a 
good provider but he never says 
a kind word to his wife or child­ 
ren. Now the children avoid him. 
Is it possible to make our son- 
in-law consult 
an 
authority? 
Could the courts give advice and 
abritration at this stage?” 
(A) If your daughter decided to 
sue for a legal separation or di­ 
vorce, the courts would arbitrate 
the case and try to save the mar­ 
riage. But I would advise against 
her taking the case to court now. 
It might antagonize your son-in- 
law so much that matters would 
never be straightened out. 
It would be far better to see if 
your family minister could talk to 
the young people as a friend and 
adviser. Their attitude toward him 
is likely to be friendlier than to 
anyone connected with the courts. 
When a minister finis that he is 
making little or no headway with 
a marital problem, ne frequently 
advises young people to consult 
the family doctor. If the family 
doctor can’t help them, then the 
next step is to consult a marriage 
counsellor. An impersonal tudge 
who can see both sides of the case 
objectively can do more good than 
anyone else. 
For the sake of all. especially 
your grandchildren, you must do 
something now. 
Otherwise, 
the 
breech will grow wider and wider 
so that nothing can heal it. Your 
daughter’s marriage 
and 
your 
grandchildren’s future happiness 
is at stake. You must see if you 
can help the young people to solve 
this problem. They obviously can’t 
do it themselves.

Research is in progress in an 
attempt to show the swine grow­ 
er how he can produce the kind 
of porkers the consumers desire. 
While it may be several years be­ 
fore the result is achieved. Michi­ 
gan State College authorities feel 
progress is being made. 
A recent study, made jointly by 
land grant college researchers in 
12 north central states, showed 
that the swine producer had lit­ 
tle reason to improve the quality 
of his hogs so long as slaughter 
animals were sold by liveweight 
groups with relatively little atten­ 
tion given to quality. 
Propose Grading Hogs 
Michigan State 
College 
coop­ 
erated in the study and in 
the 
publication of the bulletin, ‘‘Ob­ 
jective Carcass Grade Standards 
for Slaughter Hogs.” 
The purchase of hogs on 
the 
carcass grade 
standard 
would 
make it possible to sell hogs more 
nearly according to the real value, 
which is based on consumer de­ 
m and for the various 
cuts 
of 
meat. 
Researchers found that the av­ 
erage thickness of tat 
at 
three 
places along the back proved to 
be the best single measure for 
predicting this value of the car­ 
cass. 
With this information they 
developed 
five 
carcass 
grades 
with each having a definite range 
of weights and 
backfat 
thick­ 
nesses. 
Farmer, Buyer Profit 
Michigan State College special­ 
ists realize the grades are far from 
being recognized but point 
out 
certain buyers in the state have 
been purchasing hogs for several 
years on a basis of carcass clas­ 
sification instead of ‘‘grading on 
the hoof.” They point out that if 
an animal has more weight of the 
high-value lean cuts than another 
of the 
same 
total 
weight, 
it 
should be worth more to the far­ 
mer. 
Such grading would encourage 
the farmer to select for a more 
m arketable type and feed animals 
in a way to get the best quality 
pork. 
And in the end the con­ 
sumer would get more of the kind 
of meat desired for the table.

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Sen. Kefauver W ants 
Congress To Tighten 
Up Curbs On Crime

WASHINGTON Ut)—Sen. Kefau­ 
ver (D-Tenn) said today he is en­ 
couraged by enforcement of the 
laws his crime committee helped 
enact, but wants Congress to ap­ 
prove more of its recommenda­ 
tions. 
In a statement Kefauver, who 
was chairman of the Senate Crime 
Investigating 
Committee 
during 
most of its life, said he has re­ 
ceived “encouraging reports” from 
the Justice and Treasury Depart­ 
ments. 
Blow At Racketeers 
These also show, Kefauver add­ 
ed, that additional legislation urged 
by the committee should be passed 
by Congress. He said he intends 
to work for passage of these at 
the next session, beginning in Jan­ 
uary. 
The recommendations would re­ 
quire racketeers to keep records 
and produce a statement showing 
their net financial worth. 
They 
would also prohibit deduction of 
illegal gambling losses from in­ 
come tax returns. 
Another 
committee 
suggestion 
was for creation of a permanent 
crime commission. Kefauver said 
he would propose this again at 
the January session of Congress. 


Figures in the Bureau of Internal 
R e v e n u e , meanwhile, showed 
something pretty drastic apparent­ 
ly going on among the nation’s 
gambling fraternity. 
In the wake of the crime com­ 
mittee investigation last year, Con­ 
gress 
passed 
a 
law 
requiring 
gamblers to pay a $50 occupation 
tax every year, plus a IO per cent 
excise tax. 
Many gamblers were wary of the 
law since, in’ effect, it registered 
them in a profession outlawed in 
most states. Nevertheless, before 
the end of fiscal 1952 last June 
30, a total of 22,401 gamblers had 
registered.

a few minutes. They are relatively

dark sunspot areas, which some­ 
times extend 150,000 miles across. 
Linked To Phenomena 
The flares have come in for at­ 
tention 
comparatively 
recently. 
The more visible sunspots have 
been an absorbing topics for ages. 
A Chinese observer, Ma Twa Lin, 
reported in 188 A.D. the appear­ 
ance of a “bird shaped” fleck on 
the sun. apparently a cluster of 
spots. The ancient Chinese had 
more than IOO records of them, 
relating them to deaths of em­ 
perors and other important per­ 
sonages. 
More modern observers link the 
spots with a wide range of pheno­ 
mena. Charts kept over a long 
period 
show 
a 
relationship 
be­ 
tween their cycles of roughly ll 
years and such things as storms, 
rainfall, lake and river levels, tree 
growth, disease cycles and the cy­ 
cles of animal and insect life. 
Some have gone so far as to hook 
them up with stock market varia­ 
tions and the marriage rate. 
Prices Affected 
Dr. Ralph E. DeLury, former 


assistant dominion astronomer in 
charge of solar physics, made a 
long study of these relationships 
and concluded the spots do exert 
a “profound influence on terrestri­ 
al affairs.” 
Because of the way they hit phy­ 
sical and organic things, he rea­ 
soned, they must also affect eco­ 
nomic conditions. An 85-vear study 
of commodity prices in the United 
Kingdom showed a “ response” to 
the spot cycle. 
“ Economic 
fluctuations.” 
Dr. 
DeLury added, “ must surely be a 
factor in variations of marriage 
rates.”
